This book provides inlormation on 414 species (hat arc native and naturalized and, in a number of 
cases, cultivated and persisting. The entries are listed alphabetically {by scientific name, sans au- 
thor) by genus and species. A long paragraph on each ol the species gives common names, name 
derivations, morphological leatures, and medicinal, economic, hist c>rical, and wildlife uses. The last 
sentcnceol each paragraph notes the distribution in Lousiana: e.g., “It is widel\' distributed through- 
out the state but more commonly in sandy soil U'/\C) along the coast with reports Irom 18 parishes’ 
[CAssiis t rij()l iiilii ): “In swamps, edges ol lakes. |3onds and other water bodies (OBL) with current re- 
ports I rom 40 parishes’ (.Nvs.su tu/iunit ci ): “\Vi(.lely culti\’ated and escaping and forming dense thick- 
ets; this species is a sericuis |X‘st in many parts ol the state U'AC)” iiiyusl rum sifiensc): “The current 
reccH'ds, mostl\- Irom cultivated plants, include seven parishes” ibhotiniu serrat i/olici): “Planted 
throughout the state (PACU) as an ornamental with some recent interest in its wood. The current 
records include 14 parishes” (/\nt/nvvMiit lotJicntosii). Apart Irom the enumeration ol which woody 
s|9ecies occur in the state and their reproductiw status, perhaps the most uselul ieatureol the book is 
the 1 ine drawing lor each species, drawn Irom a rangeol |Tre\'iousl\’ published sources. Identil ication 
keys are not i^rovided but 8 'tables’ in the introductory material list genera with distinctive charac- 
ters such as strong odor, compound leax’cs, oppevsite or whorled leaves, etc. This compilation wi 
serv'e good use as a relcrence in company with an identil ication manual and range maps.— (uiv L.
